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Noam Chomsky lectures at UMass Lowell

Last Wednesday, September 24^, Noam 
Chomsky, noted linguist and MIT professor, 
spoke to a standing room only crowd in 
O’Leary 222. 

The atmosphere was more festive than 
anything else as Chomsky entered to a rous¬ 
ing ovation from the crowd. He spoke for 
nearly two hours, touching on many issues 
including the War in Iraq and the Bush 
administration's policies. The majority of 
his time was spent answering questions 
posed to him by members of the audience. 
The questions generally focused on the 
Bush administration’s foreign and domestic 


policies and how they affect Americans. 

Chomsky said that the “U.S. wants to keep a line of 
share in the largest oil producing region and have its 
military base there.” He further talked about how United 
States would use force if it has to, to remain a world 
leader, and its unpopular foreign policies. He reiterated 
his point by stating, “The most extreme violation to the 
U.N. is vetoing the resolutions, and who does it the 
most...U.S.” 

Students asked if the relationship could be repaired and 
if the U.N. had any real relevance considering that the 
U.S. is often at odds with the U.N. and sometimes 
opposes U.N. mandates. Chomsky looked to the past for 
the answer noting that the U.S. has always done what it 
wants and the U.N. would go along because of Cold War 
fears. “Do what I say or you're out...that is how the 
mafia is run,” Chomsky said, comparing the U.S. to a

Students of Dr. Liana Cheney, a 
history professor, were bewil¬ 
dered as sheets of water began to 
pour into the classroom through 
walls and the ceiling of Cobum

the floor,” said student Mary Beth 
LaRivee, senior slide curator. 
Similar situations were reported 
in classrooms directly below room 
300 and in many staff offices. A group of 
students helped Cheney move furniture 
and mop up the water. Even after the 
afternoon cleanup, an Art History night 
student mopped up more water in the 
evening. ‘The students are the ones who 
are concerned and are doing the clean-

On Friday, September 19, many students who 
passed by Cumnock Hall in the morning probably 
noticed members of UMass Lowell's Air Force 
ROTC cadets standing out in the rain by the flag¬ 
pole. 

September 19 marked National POW/MIA 
Recognition Day. The Air Force Reserve Officer 
Training Corps. Detachment 345, at UMass 
Lowell honored the fifty-two veterans still listed 
as Prisoners of War/Missing in Action from 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire on the stormy 
morning. 

The weather helped set the tone for the serious, 
somber mood of the event. Richard Forristall, 
Major, USAF commented, “While we suffered 
through the sub par weather, it helped us to focus 
on why we were there to honor and pay tribute to 
those POW/MIAs who endured years of extreme 
confinement and torture for their country’s cause.”

In remembrance of the veterans’ and their fami¬ 
lies’ sacrifices, they were honored during a five- 
hour vigil where the U.S. flag and the POW/MIA 
flag were flown at half-staff, and a guard was 
posted as a symbolic gesture to protect the flag 
until the veterans’ safe return. 

At 7 a.m., a reveille was played as the cadet 
color guard raised the two fla gs in a tou chi ng cer-

Counterfeit money makes bank at 
Broadway and Wilder

On September 11^ an unidentified individual 
passed off a counterfeit $100 bill at the Broadway 
and Wilder Cafe located in McGauvran Hall. 

The fake bill was detected after the cafe’s daily 
take had been deposited at Fleet Bank. As Fleet 
inspected the money they found the counterfeit 
bill and notified Aramark immediately. 

The false bill was traced back to the new 
Broadway and Wilder Cate in McGauvem Had. 
According to Michelle Blass, a supervisor who 
was working that day, the illegal tender was used 
sometime “late morning, early lunch.” However, 
the sheer volume of customers at the cafe makes 


this information of little help in finding a suspect. 
The University Police have been notified and are 
currently investigating the matter. While this has 
raised concern with members of the Aramark 
staff, they have been taking steps to prevent fur¬ 
ther incidents. As students may have noticed, the 
concessionaire has posted signs stating that they 
will not accept any bill with a value over twenty 
dollars. Chris Monti, the Director of Dinning 
Services has said that they “will take any 
[amount] but the manager must approve.” He also 
went on to say that the signs are only part of a 
temporary order. 

If anyone has any information regarding who 
passed the counterfeit money, he or she should 
contact the University Police at x2398.

Health services offers vaccinations

Health Services organized a Meningitis vaccina¬ 
tion clinic for UMass Lowell students on 
Wednesday, September 24th. The clinic, which ran 
from 1-7 p.m. in the Fox Hall multipurpose room, 
was held in hopes of reducing the risk of an out¬ 
break on campus. 

Katherine Downes of Maxim Health Services 
was the nurse who administered vaccinations, and 
she described Meningitis as a fast moving bacteri¬ 
al infection that can be deadly if undetected. UML 
is one of many campuses on Downes’ agenda this 
week. Vaccinations are not done annually at UML, 
but due to the rising number of cases in the area, 
UML and other local colleges are taking this extra 
step in prevention. 

Meningitis, an infection of the spinal cord fluid 
and the fluid that surrounds the brain, has two 
forms. The viral form, which is less severe, usual¬ 
ly doesn’t require treatment. The bacterial form, 
however, is a serious threat. The infection can be 
spread through exchange of respiratory and/or 
throat secretions, but not through casual contact. 
However, college students living in close quarters 
are at an increased risk, especially since they may 


not recognize the symptoms. 

Meningitis is an infection that can creep up on 
you, said Downes, who described the symptoms 
to be alarmingly flu-like. “Most people assume 
that in fact it is the flu, and therefore wait it out,” 
said Downes. However, waiting out meningitis 
can be deadly. The infection grows stronger with 
time, and can kill a healthy young adult in forty- 
eight hours or less. In fact, the odds are that one 
in five people who are infected with meningococ¬ 
cal disease, which is the actual result of infection, 
will die. Infected persons could also suffer perma¬ 
nent disabilities such as amputation of limbs, 
brain damage, or deafness. 

Nancy Quattrocchi, the director of University 
Health Services, said that college freshmen are six 
times more likely to be infected with Meningitis 
than the average person, as a result of living with 
different groups of people from other areas. It is 
still a pretty uncommon disease she said, pointing 
out that in the United States there are about 2000 
cases a year, 200 of which are college students. 
The only reported case at UML was in 1998, the 
same year the university participated in a study of 
the disease with the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC). 

Since most health insurance carriers in 
Massachusetts do not cover the vaccination, the 
cost of vaccination at UML is $90.

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Over two hundred attend Chomsky’s talk

mafia boss who uses violence and fear to 
keep subordinates in check. 

The content of the discussion was seri¬ 
ous in nature, but Chomsky had highly 
sarcastic undertones. Among other things, 
Chomsky contended that Americans are 
more afraid of aliens than any other 
country. Often times Chomsky was 
forced to w ait for the laughter to die 
down before he could continue speaking. 
He was asked about the Israeli- 
FaJestinian conflict and assigned blame to 
both sides, saying the there is an “escalat¬ 
ing cycle of violence" that will not end 
unless terrorism on both sides is respond¬ 
ed to w ith “respect and not violence." 

A significant portion of the talk was 
focused on the upcoming presidential 
election and the different ways politicians 


get Americans to vote for a particular 
candidate. He claimed that the most 
effective way they do this is by avoiding 
the real issues and “focusing on the mar¬ 
ginal issues." This way Americans are 
forced to vote for a candidate's character 
and not his or her platform. This process 
is part of a larger “technique of control" 
that politicians and businesses use to con¬ 
trol Americans, Chomsky said. Arguably 
the most intriguing statement made by 
Chomsky was when he said that educa¬ 
tion trains people to “blindly follow 
authority and to not think.” 

People in the audience had mixed opin¬ 
ions about his speech. 

Lisa Anjelo, a UMass Lowell junior 
majoring in American Studies, felt 
Chomsky's speech was informative and 
insightful. “I enjoyed his view, and step 
back and look at America from less of a 


patriotic view," remarked 
Anjelo. 

Professor James Graham Eagle, 
chair of the Mathematical 
Sciences Department, said “Mr. 
Chomsky didn't give any solu¬ 
tion, any fix." John Aleksander, 
a freshman majoring in Political 
Science argued, “His solution is 
education, and by educating, he 
was enacting his solution." 

The formal discussion with 
Chomsky, one of the world’s 
most highly recognized critics of 
American foreign policy, came 
to an end at 3:40 pm after a 2pm 
start. The event was followed by 
a brief personal meeting during 
which people shook his hand and 
had pictures taken with him.

‘Shoddy’ work causes bus stop to be re-built

the schools of the University of 
Massachusetts system since 2001. The 
cuts have already caused a first-semester 
increase in student fees, and another 
increase w ill follow this spring. All this 
has many students asking why fees will 
have risen twice by the end of this year 
when the school seems to have plenty of 
money to spend on construction. 

The bus stop on South Campus was 
rebuilt in the summer of 2002. This first 
attempt to remodel the stop was part of 
the landscaping, lighting, and general 
repair work that amounted to $875,000, 
according to Special Assistant ior 
Economic Development Diana Prideaux- 
Brune. She also said that the money for 
this job “came from the money that the 
state legislature borrowed from the state 
capitol in 1995 for construction." 

However, the same stop was modified 
again in the summer of 2003, and some 
students are wondering why. 

“Why did they have to rip the whole 
thing up?" asked sophomore 
Communications major Amanda Barresi. 
“It should have been done right the first 
time,” she added 

This is exactly how UMass Lowell 
Construction Supervisor John Belanger 


feels about the bus stop project. Belanger 
said that the job was simply not complet¬ 
ed in a satisfactory manner the first time 
in 2002. “The original contractor did not 
do it to our liking. It was basically done 
shoddy," says Belanger, adding that there 
were some physical problems with the 
stop. 

However, the money for the 2003 con¬ 
struction on the stop did not come from 
the university’s funds. The contractor 
responsible for the work on the bus stop 
in 2002 was forced by the administration 
to remodel the stop in 2003. The contrac¬ 
tor spent somew here between $15,000 to 
$20,000 on the newest rendition, and 
Belanger assured students that none of 
their money was spent on it. 

The new granite floor in Cumnock Hall, 
reportedly costing around $50,000, was 
purchased and arrived from Asia just in 
time for William Bulger’s resignation 
ceremony in August. 

Dean of Students Thomas Taylor said 
that the new floor in Cumnock was part 
of the renovation plans for the campus 
this year all along. The problem, he said, 
was that “the supplies did not arrive on 
schedule.” Prideaux-Brune stated that the 
supplies needed to complete the floor 
were over four months late in arriving at 



the univer¬ 
sity. 

With the 
floor being 
only half- 
finished, it 
was decid¬ 
ed that the 
floor 
would be 
temporari¬ 
ly com¬ 
pleted with 
part of the 
old floor 
before 
Bulger’s 
resigna¬ 
tion, 
which 
explains 
the crack 
in the mid¬ 
dle of the 
floor.

Brune said, “The floor should be finished 
in the next few weeks.” She also added 
that the remaining repairs on the floor 
will be completed, as the bus stop was. 


“at contractor’s cost" due to the delays.

ing," Cheney said. 

Although it is the first widely 
known flood, this activity in 
Coburn Hall is no stranger to 
LaRivee, who has been work¬ 
ing in Cobum 300 since 2001. 
She said it was widely known 
there was a leak in the roof for 
years. LaRivee was working in 
Cobum over the summer when 
torrential downpours caused 
part of the roof to fall in. The 
hole in the hallway between 
rooms 304 and 306 that result¬ 
ed has still yet to be fixed. 
Summer session classes in their 
last week were cancelled 
because of leaking water, fear 


of electrical damage, and a 
pungent smell that reached as 
far as the parking lot. Rooms 
flooded on the Wednesday after 
the roof fell in. LaRivee called 
the physical plant and was 
referred to different depart¬ 
ments. “Half the effort is keep¬ 
ing up with the damage,” 
LaRivee commented. 

Cheney is worried about the 
affects the rain is having on 
Cobum Hall. The oldest build¬ 
ing on the campus. Cobum is 
rich with historical importance 
and could be in danger. 

Ceilings are beginning to slope, 
wooden structures such as ban¬ 
isters and walls are being dam¬ 
aged, and the health risk of 


mold and mildew has Cobum 
waving a warning flag. 

Cheney and LaRivee showed 
great concern for the well being 
of the departments in Cobum. 
Technical equipment such as 
computers, film projectors and 
their screens, and televisions 
are stored in the building. 
Continual difficulties with 
water and mildew could lead to 
the loss of these items. 

“They should not have waited 
until now," Cheney declared. 
“This should have been done 
when there were no students [in 
the building].” Roofers are 
scheduled to arrive in two 
weeks as Cobum Hall may be 
running out of time.

The Used's 
“Maybe Memories" is a good 
choice. Overflowing with anger 
and emotion, Bert McCracken’s 
vocals intertwine perfectly with 
the dark, heavy, metal-punk the 
rest of the band provides. 


There are two solid cuts on this 
record, “Just a Little," and 
“Sometimes I Just Go for It." 
However, it’s mostly a collec¬ 
tion of live tunes, put together to 
appetize fans for the band's next 
release. The first commendable 
track is one that was originally 
recorded for their debut. 
Beginning with slow percussion, 
it then breaks into a hard-hitting, 
melodic anthem, which keeps 
listeners' fingers hovering over 
their skip buttons. The latter is a 
piano piece, written by 
McCracken that was never 


intended to be released. It has a 
tinge of the maudlin and melan¬ 
choly, and is also quite different 
from what fans are used to hear¬ 
ing from this band. 

Die-hard fans will be pleased 
with the accompanying DVD, 
which contains videos for the 
singles, “A Box Full of Sharp 
Objects," “The Taste of Ink," 
and “Buried Myself Alive." The 
DVD also includes an entire 
concert performance that was 
recorded live in Los Angeles 
last March.

On “In Reverie," Saves The

Despite their own woes, both financial and other¬ 
wise, the UMass Lowell men's and women’s crew 
teams spent 24 hours giving back to the communi¬

Men’s Soccer defeats Le Moyne 3-1

The River Hawks Men’s soccer team 
defeated the Le Moyne Dolphins 3-1 
Saturday afternoon at Cushing Field. The 
win places UML at 3-1-2 overall and 2-1 
in the Northeast 10. 

The River Hawks got off to a hot start 
as just two minutes into the match, UML 
forward Christian Figueroa sent a cross 
from the right comer which forward 
Nurradin Abdo deflected off the crossbar. 
He would then head in his own rebound 
to open the score. Le Moyne answered 
quickly, as just three minutes later, for¬ 
ward Ryan Vinciguerra fired a shot that 
UML goalie Bobby Ritter deflected right 
to forward Scott Newman.

Midfielder Michael Cabral would add an 
insurance goal in the 58th minute when 
Barker mishandled a cross from defense- 
men Mike Cafeteiro, allowing Cabral to 
easily tap the ball in. But it would prove 
unnecessary as the UML defense held Le 
Moyne scoreless the rest of the game. 

The River Hawks will try to continue 
their winning ways Wednesday night 
when they take on Southern New 
Hampshire University at Cushing Field.
